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ABST5ACT 

This report contains data and descriptive analyses of 
social and economic characteristics of students in nursery schools 
through higher education. The figures are based on the Current 
Population Survey conducted in October 1975. Changes in school 
enxollaent patterns for students attending nursery school through 
college by socioeconoaic characteristics such as age^ race^ sex, and 
Spanish origin are presented in 12 figures and tables. Descriptive 
analyses are based on the following tables of statistical data: (1) 
school enrollaent of the population three to 34 years old by level 
and control of school and race, October 1965 to October 1975; (2) 
school enrollment of the population three to 34 years old by age and 
sex, October 1965 to October 1975; (3) college enrollaent of the 
population 14 to 34 years old by sex and race, October 1965 to 
October 1975; (4) college enrollaent o^ the population 16 years old 
and, dver by age and sex, October 1970 to October 1975; (5) 
undergraduate enrollment by age, sex, and full-tiae status for 
undergraduates and twc-year colleges, 1970-1975; and (6) enrollaent 
of the population three to 34 years old, by age, sex, race, Spanish 
origin, and selected educational characteristics, October 1975.

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fNTRODUCTION 

The total number of persons 3 to 34 years old en- 
rolled in school in the fall of 1975 was 61 million 
students, 1 percent higher than in 1974, The net gain 
In the school population between 1974 and 1975 
reflects, a large mcrease m the college populatior, 
moderate Increases in secondary schools and nurse y 
schools,* no significant change in kindergartens, aid 
declmes in elementary school enrollment paralleling to 
a large extent shifts m the age structure of the popula 
tion. Elementary enrollment declined by 680,000, or 
2 percent, because the number of births in the United 
States declined in the early 1960's and has been re- 
ducing the number of children of school age since 1970. 

Elementary and Preliminary Enrollment. There is 
some evidence that enrollment in nursery schools, in- 
creased betvveen 1974 and 1975 even though the 
number of 3- and 4 year old children decreased by 4 
^ percent. The increase in enrollment among these pre- 
^ school children during the past year occurred only in 
tr\ public nursery schools; enrollment in private nursery 
^ schools-was about the same. In 1975 a larger proportion 
1 of nursery school students were enrolled in public 
schools than in 1974-one- third of nursery school stu- 
5^ dents were enrolled in public schools in 1975 compart 
^ with about one-fourth in 1974. The enrollment rate of

3' and 4.year old children has been increasing steadily 
over the past 10 years; 32 percent of 3- and 4-ycar oWs 
were enrolled in 1975 compared with 21 percent in 
1970 and 11 percent in 1965 (table 2). This increased 
partidpation apparently has occurred because nursery 
schools arc becoming more accessible to parents, and 
because parents are willing to enroll preschool children 
in formal educatiorial programs. 

The number of pupils-in public elementary schools 
(Mndergarten t^.rough 8th grade) wasa,t ^out the same 
level -n the 'jiI of 1975 as in 1965 (about 30.0 million), 
but the enrollment in private elementary schools de- 
clined by about 39 percent during that period. The 
number of pupils enrolled in private elementary schools 
has remained at about 3.8 million since 1973. That 
level is down from the SlS million enrolled-in- private 
schools in 1965 and 4.5 million in 1970. , 

The decline in total elementary school enrollment 
(including kindergarten) during the past 10 years was 
partially offset by an increase in the participation of 
5- and 6.year old children in kindergartens. The number 
of students in kindergartens increased between 1965 
and 1975 while the number of students in the first 
through eighth grades declined. The increased enroll- 
ment ratios of children at preschool ages may create 
new opportunities for teachers in a period when 
elementary^choQls have declining enrollment. 

Collegfe Enrollment. The number of persons enrolled 
in college was 10:9 million persons in ^975, Including 
1.2 million persons 35 years old and over. This was^a- 
lO percent increase since 1974 jaod one of the largest 
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numerical 1 year increases in enroHment during thfb^ 
past 10 years (table 1). The gain in college enrollment ^ 
from 1974 to 1975 was due to a very large increase 
among full-time students, reversing the trends toward 
a greater proportion of parttime students observed 
between 1970 md 1974.* The inaease between 1974 
and 1975 occurred primanly among younger students 
who were enrolled m ^e first or second year of college 
{table 3). 

Although the number of persons of college age 
continued to increase during the 1970's, a lower pro- 
portion of persons 18 and 19 years old (the usual ages 
of first entering college)' heve been enroled :n school 
than in the late 1950s (t^le 2).^ For example, enroll- 
ment rates for civilian men 18 and 19 years old declined 
from 60 percent in 1968 to 46 percent in 1974. How- 
ever, in 1975, when the unemployment rate for teen- 
agers was the highest for several years,"* the enrollment 
rates for men increased to 50 percent (table 2). Among 
women, the change between 1974 and 1975 in the 
proportion of those 18 arx5 19 years old enrolled in 
school was also significant If enrollment rates for 
persons 16 to 34 years old had remained at the same 
level as in 1974, about 9.1 million persons 16 to 34 
years old would have been in college in 1975 instead of 
the 9.7 million actually enrolled at those ages. Thus, 
changes in enrollment rates by age accounted for about 
70 percent of the increase in college enrollment from 
1974 to 1975. 

There were nearly 1 million Black college students 
in 1975 (under age 35), an increase of 16 percent in 
1 year (table 1). Bladt persons now account for 10 
percent of all college students compared with about

7 percent m 1970 ^nd 5 percent in 1965. Currently^ 
Blacks represent 12 percent of all persons of collejgfe 
age (18 to 24 years oJd). College enrollment rai^ 
for Blacks are still slightly lower than for Whites m 
part because a lOMr proportion of Blacks 18 to 21 
years old have graduated from high school and thus 
are not eligible for college enrOilmenL For example, 
27 percent of Blacks 18 to 21 years old were not in 
sdiool ?nd had not graduated from high sdiool com- 
pared with 15 percent for Whites. The coll^ enroll- 
ment rate among high school graduates 18 to 21 
years old was about the same for Blacks as for 
Whites~41 percent and 43 percent, respectively. 

In the 5 years since 1970, college enrollment in- 
creased by 31 percent, due particularly to ar. increase in 
the number of women students (uble 1). The number 
of women enrolled in college increased by 45 percent 
compared with 21 percent for men during this period. 
However, men still have higher enrollment rates than 
women in every relevant age group. 

Another factor which accounts for the increased 
number of students in the past 5 years has been the 
grovrth of community, or two-year colleges which are 
less expensive and nearer to population centers ^than 
other institutions/ About one-half of the increase in 
undergraduates during the past 5 years occurred in 
^wo-year colleges. In this period, two-year college 
enrollment increased by about 50 percent while under- 
graduate enrollment in other colleges increased by 21 
percent {table 5). Junior colleges attract persons, who 
are older than other urniergraduatcs and who are more 
likely to^be enrolled part time. About one-half of 
undergraduates 25 to 34 years old were in junior col- 
leges in 1975 compared with 38 percent in 1970, an 
increase of 166 percent in the number of 25-to34- 
year-old undergraduates in two-year colleges in the 
5-year period. Thus, the observed enrollment increases 
among perFons over age 25 during the 19>0's have oc- 
curred largely, but not exclusively, in two-year colleges.

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. SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF THE 
ESTIMATES 

Source of Data. The estimates for the school enroll- 
ment population for 1975 are based on data obtained in 
October of 1975 in the Current Population Survey of 
the Bureau of the Census. The sample is spread over 461 ^ 
areas comprising 923 counties and independent cities 
with coverage in each of the 50 States and the District 
of Columbia. In the sample, approximately 47,000 
occupied households are eligible for interview each 
month. Of this number, <2,000 occupied units, on the 
average, are visited but interviews are not obtained 
because the occupants are not found at^ home after 
repeated calls or are unavailable for some other reason. 
In addition to the 47,000, there are also about 8,000 
sample units in an average month which are^visited but 
are found to be vacant or otherwise not to be inter- 
viewed.

The estimating procedure used jn this survey involved 
the inflation of the weighted temple results to inde- 
pendent estimates of the total cWitign noninstitutionat 
population of the United States by age, race (White, 
Black, and other),and oex. These independent estimates 
are based on statistics from t^ 1970 Census of Popula- 
tion; statistics of births, de^s, immigration and emi- 
gration; and statistics on th'e strength of the Armed 
Forces. 

Reliability of the Estimates. Since the CPS estimates 
in this report are based on a sample,, they may differ 
somewhat from the figures that would have been ob: 
tamed if a complete census had been taken using the 
same schedules, instructions and enumerators. There are 
two types of errors possible in an estimate based on a 
sample survey— sampling and nonsampling. For esti- 
mates in this Report indications of the maghitude of 
samphng error are provided but the extent of nonsam- 
pling error is unknown. Consequently, particular care 
should be exercised in the interpretation of figures 
based on a relatively small number of cases or on small 
differences between estimates. 

Sampling variability. The standard errors presented in 
table B are primarily measures of sampling variability, 
that is, of the variations that occur by chance because a 
sample rather than the whole of the population was 
surveyed. As calculated, the standard error also partially 
measures the effec* of certain response and enumeration 
errors, but it does not] measure any systematic biases in 
the data. The chances are about 68 out of 100 that an 
estimate from the survey differs from a complete census 
figure by less than the standard error. The chances are 
about 90 out of 100 that this difference would be less 
than 1.6 times the standard error, and chances are 95 
out of 100 that the difference would be less than twice 
the standard error. 



All statements of comparison in the text are signifi- 
cant at a 1.6 standard error level or better, and most are 
significant at -a level of more than 2.0 standard errors. 
This means that for most differences cited in the text, 
the estimated difference is greater than twice the stand- 
ard error of the difference. Statements of comparison 
'q-jalified In ^me way {e.g., by the use of the phrase, 
"some evidence") have a level of significance between 
1.6 and 2.0 standard errors. 

Note when using small estimates. Percent distribu- 
tions are shown in the report only when the base of the 
percentage is greater than 75,000. Because of the large 
standard errors involved, there is little chance that per- 
centages would reveal useful information when com- 
puted on a smaller base. Estimated totals are shown, 
however, even though the relative standard errors of 
these totals are larger than those for the corresponding 
percentages. These smaller estimates are provided pri- 
marily to permit such combinations of the categories as 
serve each user's needs. 

Standard Errors for Data Based on CPS. Since this is 
an advance report, standard errors are provided in 
table. B for estimated numbers of persons and estimated 
percentages for only certain characteristics which are 
considered the most Important among the data in the 
report. 

More detailed standard error tables for each charac- 
teristic of interest, for estimated riumbers of persons or. 
families and estimated percentages, are provided in the 
detailed report for 1974 in this series. A more complete 
source and reliability statement for the 1975 data will 
be published with the forthcoming 1975 main report. 

Standard Errors of Estimated Numbers and Estimated 
Percentages. The forthcoming detailed report will In- 
clude formulas (1) and (2) below with which standard 
errors of estimated numbers and estimated percentages, 
respectively, can be conjputed directly. These formulas 
are as follows:
